Speaking on the drama. Reward 
Stikeman, e:<-presldent of the Players' 
C.iib, .said that a play never achieves 
real..;m, Uie e-ssence of a dramatic 
presencaticn being to create an lllus- 
i.m. 3til<cman mentioned the cjmic- 
i,sm of Noel Coward -yiiich is usually 
mistaJien for x realistic portrayal of 
life. An actor can attempt the por- 
trayal of realism in various ways. 
Cherleii Laughton achlavea a tremen- 
dous effect by exaggeration; by per- 
form' ng slie most casual actions with 
a portentoas sigrùficar.ce -S'liich is not 
reaily lifelike. Different ways of giv- 
ing tlie illusion oC rca.IL3m in sconen' 
are by reproducing the tiniest details 
by the oppasite method of concentrat- 
ing on only a few salient eflects, and 
the modernistic methcd of trj-ing to 
create a mood by means of liglits and 
iliadow.s a,:-.d little else. Stiltemar. 
tiiought tlia: if playwrigius wen: away 
for a protracted holiday, ' and forgot 
all their artificial tricks they might 
rei.uiTi with a freslier outlook a-d a 
new form of di-ama. 

Realistic Poelrr 

Robert A':' Hamilton talked on .^-1- 
Ism in pcetry. "Realism" he dcfinctL' 
ait e.'ipression ot "is life as it is, 
representation ■wicliout idealisation.' 
Poetry, he considered, lends itself na- 
turally to idealization. He mentioned 
four modem American poets, leaders 
in the school of realism. E. A. Robin- 
' 3on he termed a naturalist, one whose 
realism is tingtxl witii pessimism. He 
quoted from the works of Frost. 
'. llast;rs and Carl Sandburg, illustra'. - 
j ing the nc^' forms of writing. 

Kenneth Macintyre spoka on the 
Question: "Is Literary Realism heal- 
; tlti' V To ask this question, he dc- 
I cUired, you must also ask whetlier life 
' is healtliy. The romanticist is one 
-.vho answers no to t;i-> secr-U ques- 
tion. Lookir.g at iitc and fnciing 
bad, he denies that t'.icre ii boaiiiv 
I ui iruiii. l'uruiiig hiS back cii life, he 
on a fourtecn-aerc base, were built j reircJts to his ivory tower, and pours 
solely by iiwnpower cheap and un- ; forth idealistic lyrics. Tho romanticist 
limitctl. • takes flight from life; the realist takes

However, that U 
enough of tJie personal pàrerttltesls. And let no 
one Wiink Hint my lack of material success affects 
iny ability to tell others how to compoue. Tla fail- 
ure In its rightful turn that teaches lis sliooess to 
learn, as 1 am sure some^y said. 

It is usually stated Iluît In otder to compose the 
first tiling to do Is lo have an Idea. This Is fat- 
laololis. The prime requisite Is a blank piece of 
paiier. If Ihe paper has staves (musical lines) 
ruled on it, m miioh the biiitor, but you can always 
rule thoiil on yourself, I'lie next step Is to decide 
what you are going to write, l.e., oratorio, suite, 
syinphonlo poem, etc. 'litis Is usually Ute hardest 
part. Having decided on, say, a vocal quartet for 
two violins, viola nnd <«llo, the next thing is to 
iliink of a tlioinc for tho finit movement, Ahvayd 
start with the first tnoyoinont.
